Nigeria. Alumbi house is the place where skulls and 
instruments of the chiefs’ ancestors are kept, the purpose 
of these skulls is to hold a powder which is served to 
travellers to induce them to make gifts at parting 


Alumbi skull from King’s Mondah or Alumbi house. A 
custom prevails in West Africa consisting of serving in 
dishes given to a guest, powder from the domes which 
are severed from the skulls of deceased King’s ancestors, 
with a view to soften his heart in the matter of parting 
presents, the ceremony or custom is accompanied by 


_dancing and music given upon Alumbi instruments 


which are kept in the Alumbi house (see page 199 «A 
Journey to Ashango-land,’ by Du Chaillu). This skull 
belonged to an old chief of the Commi, Ashira Country
